Of all the gloriona fruits of Westorn 
civilization there is nothing greater than 
the frecdum of the Press, Like uther good 
things it has its defects, but, admitting 
that, a moment's reflection wi shew how 
hany and various aro the blessings. which.

Amarien. It has_exposed abuses, defended? 
the weak ‘agninst the oppression of the 
strong, nnd genorally proved itself a splen- 


did instructor of tho masses, ‘Tho atruggle 


of the Press for freedoin fins been but 


nother form of the growth of froedom 
among the people. Theré is no true free- 
dom where the Press’ is fanacd. Having 
fought and won the rights a a free Press, 
we can’sympathize with the effurts of other 
nationalities in’their endvavours to obtain 
like precious privileges. Although as- a 
matter of antiqyarian interest, it may be 
said that China inher Peking Gazette 
had the first newspaper in the world, 
yet, as a matter of fact, newspapers are 
but of yesterday. The yornacular nows- 
papers | of Hongkong and, Shanghai have 
boon tho true pioneers of tho native 
Press. That work has borne sfrvit in a 
remarkably short time. ‘Take, for ex-

more literary nature published once in ten 
days. The ,mission of tho Hongkong 


vernacular papers is by no-means at an | 


end. At this’ special juncture inthe his” 
tory of China, and tor many yoars to. come, 
they must be the muiiura of the advancing 
thought uf China, Tn their ealamns, China 
and hor institutions can be discussed with 
a fulness and, frecdom - that is impon- 
aible on the inainland, fur atvious reasuns, 
Tho hiutory of the native Press oo fur has 
loon a peaceable one, principally becauso 
alt controversial quostions and reflections 
up the government have been carefully ex:
